her  50  years  of  commit¬ 
ment  and  dedication  to 
teaching  the  basic  ele¬ 
ments  of  Hebrew  and 

Judaic  studies  to  students 
of  all  ages.  How  many 
people  do  you  know  who 
have  given  so  many  years 
of  themselves,  and  with 
so  much  joy,  to  anything? 

Mrs.  Finkel’s  life’s  work 
will  be  celebrated  at  a 
gala  dinner  dance  to  be  held  in  her 
honor  on  Sunday  evening,  April  14, 
2002.  Save  the  date!  We  hope  to  see  you 
there! 

So  here’s  her  story!  In  1952,  Vivian 
decided  it  was  time  to  return  to  one  of 
the  main  passions  in  her  life,  teaching 
Judaic  studies.  A  graduate  of  Herzaliah 
Teachers  Seminary,  where  she  received 
a  B.A.  degree  in  Hebrew  literature,  she 
continued  her  Judaic  studies  at  The 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary  and  was 
invited  to  participate  in  the  experimen¬ 
tal  Melton  Bible  Study  Program,  a  then 
new  approach  to  Judaic  studies  which 
emphasized  how  the  Bible  relates  to  us 
today. 

Years  later,  as  one  of  the  founders  of 
the  Coalition  for  the  Advancement  of 
Jewish  Education  (CAJE),  an  organiza¬ 
tion  of  educators  seeking  to  make  Jewish 
studies  more  relevant  to  young  people, 


she  has  participated  in  all  of  the  organi¬ 
zation’s  annual  conventions.  Last  year, 
she  was  honored  as  one  of  only  two  peo¬ 
ple  who  had  attended  and  led  sessions  in 
all  25  conferences. 

In  1977,  she  was 
given  the  title  master 
teacher  when  she  was 
named  an  “outstanding 
teacher  of  Judaic  studies” 
in  afternoon  religious 
schools  in  N.Y.,  N.J. 
and  Ct.  This  award  recog¬ 
nized  her  special  talent 
for  creating  innovative 
approaches,  one  of  which 
was  the  first  program  to 
permit  adults  to  celebrate 
their  Bar  or  Bat  Mitzvah, 
as  well  as  Hebrew  classes 
for  students  with  special 
needs.  Vivian  presented 
the  former  idea  to  Rabbi  Nadich  and  the 
late  Cantor  Putterman.  With  their  sup¬ 
port  and  the  enthusiastic  participation 
of  41  women  and  one  man,  the  first 
Adult  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  Class  made  its 
debut  and  became  a  part  of  our  syna¬ 
gogue’s  history.  These  women  and  one 
man  chanted  the  Haftarah,  read  from 
the  Torah  and  conducted  various  other 
parts  of  the  service.  Ms.  Magazine, 
inspired  by  this  “first”  for  Jewish 
women,  featured  it  in  one  of  their  issues. 
Moreover,  on  a  personal  level,  it  was 
especially  meaningful  to  Vivian,  a 
woman  who  had  previously  been  denied 
participation  in  Jewish  ritual  celebra¬ 
tions.  Since  1974,  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  has  had  five  other  Adult 
Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  celebrations,  and  has 
had  requests  from  synagogues  all  over 
the  country  for  help  with  organizing

Book  of  the  Month:  The  Popes 
Against  the  Jews,  by  David  I.  Kertzer. 

A  groundbreaking  historical  study 
based  on  documents  previously  locked 
in  the  Vatican’s  secret  archives,  The 
Popes  Against  the  Jews  graphically 
shows  how  the  Catholic  Church  helped 
make  the  Holocaust  possible. 

Pope  John  Paul  II,  as  part  of  his 
effort  to  improve  Catholic-Jewish  rela¬ 
tions,  has,  himself,  called  for  a  clear¬ 
eyed  historical  investigation  into  any 
possible  link  between  the  Church  and 
the  Holocaust.  An  important  sign  of  his 
commitment  was  the  recent  decision  to 
allow  the  distinguished  historian  David 
I.  Kertzer,  a  specialist  in  Italian  history, 
to  be  one  of  the  first  scholars  given 
access  to  long-sealed  Vatican  archives. 

The  result  is  a  book  filled  with 
shocking  revelations.  It  traces  the 
Vatican’s  role  in  the  development  of 
modern  anti-Semitism  from  the  19th 
century  up  to  the  outbreak  of  WWII. 
Kertzer  shows  why  all  the  recent  atten¬ 
tion  given  to  Pope  Pius  XII’s  failure  to 
publicly  protest  the  slaughter  of 
Europe’s  Jews  in  WWII  misses  a  far 


more  important  point.  What  made  the 
Holocaust  possible  was  groundwork  laid 
over  a  period  of  decades.  In  this  cam¬ 
paign  of  demonization  of  the  Jews-iden- 
tifying  them  as  traitors  to  their  coun¬ 
tries,  enemies  of  all  that  was  good, 
relentlessly  pursuing  world  domination- 
the  Vatican,  itself,  played  a  key  role,  as  is 
shown  for  the  first  time. 

Despite  its  focus,  this  is  not  an  anti- 
Catholic  book.  It  seeks  a  balanced  judg¬ 
ment  and  an  understanding  of  the  his¬ 
torical  forces  that  led  the  Church  along 
the  path  it  took. 

Inevitably  controversial,  written 
with  devastating  clarity  and  dispassion¬ 
ate  authority,  this  is  a  book  of  great 
importance.

Passover  Dietary  Laws 


Prohibited  Foods 

Prohibited  Foods  include:  leavened  bread,  cakes,  biscuits, 
crackers,  cereal,  coffee  with  cereal  derivatives  in  them,  wheat, 
barley,  oats,  spelt,  rye,  and  all  liquids  containing  ingredients  or 
flavors  made  from  grain  alcohol.  In  addition,  most  Ashkenazic 
authorities  have  added  the  following  foods  to  the  above  list:  rice, 
corn,  millet,  legumes  (beans,  peas,  peanuts;  but  string  beans  are 
permitted).  Some  Ashkenazic  authorities  permit,  while  others 
forbid  the  use  of  legumes  in  a  form  other  than  its  natural  state, 
for  example,  corn  sweeteners,  corn  oil,  soy  oil,  peanut  oil. 
Sephardic  authorities  permit  the  use  of  all  of  the  above.  Consult 
Rabbi  Lincoln  for  guidance  in  the  use  of  these  products. 

Permitted  Foods 

A.  The  following  foods  require  no  kosher  lePesah  label  if 
purchased  prior  to  Pesah:  unopened  packages  or  containers  of 
natural  coffee  (without  cereal  additives),  sugar,  pure  tea,  salt, 
pepper,  natural  spices,  fruit  juices  with  no  additives  (frozen, 
canned,  or  bottled),  frozen  (uncooked)  vegetables  (for  legumes, 
see  above),  milk,  butter,  cottage  cheese,  cream  cheese,  tuna  in 
water  (no  oil  added),  frozen  (uncooked)  fruit  (with  no  addi¬ 
tives),  baking  soda. 

B.  The  following  foods  require  no  kosher  lePesah  label  if 
purchased  either  before  or  during  Pesah:  fresh  fruits  and  veg¬ 
etables  (except  for  legumes  above),  eggs,  fresh  fish  and  fresh 
meat. 

C.  The  following  foods  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label  if  pur¬ 
chased  either  before  or  during  Pesah:  All  baked  products  (mat- 
zoh,  cakes,  matzoh  flour,  farfel,  matzoh  meal,  and  any  products 
containing  matzoh),  wine,  vinegar,  liquor,  oils,  dried  fruits, 


candy,  chocolate  flavored  milk,  ice  cream,  yogurt,  and  soda. 

D.  The  following  foods  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label  if  pur¬ 
chased  during  Pesah:  Processed  foods  (canned,  frozen,  or  bot¬ 
tled):  milk,  butter,  juices,  vegetables,  fruit,  milk  products,  spices, 
coffee,  tea,  and  fish,  as  well  as  all  foods  listed  in  category  C. 

Detergents:  If  permitted  during  the  year,  powdered  and  liq¬ 
uid  detergents  do  not  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label. 

Medicine:  Since  hametz  binders  are  used  in  many  pills,  the 
following  guides  should  be  followed:  If  the  medicine  is  required 
for  life  sustaining  therapy,  it  may  be  used  during  Pesah.  If  it  is 
not  for  life  sustaining  therapy,  some  authorities  permit,  while 
others  prohibit.  Consult  Rabbi  Lincoln.  In  all  cases,  capsules  are 
preferable. 

Kashering  of  Utensils 

The  process  of  kashering  utensils  depends  on  how  the  uten¬ 
sils  are  used.  According  to  halakhah,  leaven  can  be  purged  from 
a  utensil  by  the  same  process  in  which  it  was  absorbed  in  the 
utensil.  Therefore,  utensils  used  in  cooking  are  kashered  by 
boiling,  those  used  in  broiling  are  kashering  by  fire  and  heat 
and  those  used  only  for  cold  food  are  kashered  by  rinsing. 

A.  Earthenware  (china,  pottery,  etc.)  may  not  be  kashered. 
But  fine  translucent  chinaware  which  has  not  been  used  for 
over  a  year  may  be  used  if  scoured  and  cleaned  in  hot  water. 

B.  Metal  (wholly  made  of  metal)  used  in  fire  (spit,  broiler) 
must  first  be  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleansed  and  then  made 
as  hot  as  possible.  Those  used  for  cooking  and  eating  (silver¬ 
ware,  pots)  must  be  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleaned  and  com¬ 
pletely  immersed  in  boiling  water.  Pots  have  water  boiled  in 
them  which  will  overflow  the  rim.  The  utensils  should  not  be

the  major  principles  underlying  the  tra¬ 
ditional  Jewish  concept  of  study  in/with  a 
Chavruta,  a  colleague-partner.  (The 
other  principle  is  two-or  more-heads  are 
better  than  one!) 

Arranging  times  to  meet  with  a 
Chavruta  wasn’t  always  easy  even  when 
I  was  a  student,  when  my  primary 
responsibility  was  to  study  and  be  pre¬ 
pared  for  class.  Needless  to  say,  it’s 
much  more  difficult  for  me  now.  Time 
has  become  a  much  prized  commodity- 
especially  time  to  read  and  study;  there 
just  isn’t  enough  of  it  to  go  around.  I 
know  that  I  am  not  alone. 

That  is  what  makes  the  United 
Synagogue’s  home  study  program  so 
wonderful.  They  not  only  will  provide 
you  with  a  schedule  to  adhere  to,  but 
they  will  also  send  you  (via  the  Postal 
Service  or  e-mail)  a  daily  study  guide  and 
background  material.

used  for  a  period  of  at  least  24  hours  between  the  cleaning  and 
the  immersion  in  boiling  water.  Metal  baking  utensils  cannot  be 
kashered. 

C.  Oven  and  Ranges:  Every  part  that  comes  in  contact  with 
food  must  be  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleaned.  Then,  oven  and 
range  should  be  heated  as  hot  as  possible  for  a  half  hour.  If  there 
is  a  broil  setting,  use  it.  Self-cleaning  ovens  should  be  scrubbed 
and  cleaned  and  then  put  through  the  self-cleaning  cycle. 
Continuous  cleaning  ovens  must  be  kashered  in  the  same  man¬ 
ner  as  regular  ovens.  Microwave  ovens,  which  do  not  cook  the 
food  by  means  of  heat,  should  be  cleaned  and  then  a  cup  of 
water  should  he  placed  in  it.  Then  the  oven  should  be  turned  on 
until  the  water  disappears.  A  microwave  oven  that  has  a  brown¬ 
ing  element  cannot  be  kashered. 

D.  Glassware:  Authorities  disagree  as  to  the  method  for 
kashering  drinking  utensils.  One  opinion  requires  soaking  in 
water  for  three  days,  changing  the  water  every  24  hours,  while 
the  other  opinion  requires  only  a  thorough  scrubbing  before 
Pesah  or  putting  it  through  a  dishwasher. 


E.  Dishwasher:  After  not  using  the  machine  for  a  period  of 
24  hours,  a  full  cycle  with  detergent  should  be  run. 

F.  Electrical  Appliances:  If  the  parts  that  come  into  contact 
with  hametz  are  removable,  they  can  be  kashered  in  the  appro¬ 
priate  way  (if  metal,  follow  the  rules  for  metal  utensils).  If  the 
parts  are  not  removable,  the  appliance  cannot  be  kashered.  (All 
exposed  parts  should  be  thoroughly  cleaned.) 

G.  Tables,  closets,  and  counters:  If  used  with  hametz,  they 
should  he  thoroughly  cleaned  and  covered,  and  then  they  may 
be  used. 

H.  Kitchen  sink:  A  metal  sink  can  be  kashered  by  a  thor¬ 
ough  cleaning,  and  by  pouring  boiling  water  over  it.  A  porcelain 
sink  should  be  clean  and  a  sink  rack  used.  If,  however,  dishes  are 
to  be  soaked  in  a  porcelain  sink,  a  dish  basin  must  be  used. 

I.  Hametz  and  non-Passover  utensils:  Non-Passover  dishes, 
pots  and  hametz  whose  ownership  has  been  transferred,  should 
he  separated,  locked  up  or  covered,  and  marked  so  as  to  prevent 
accidental  use.
